EXCAVATIONS AT ALESIA. 


Excavations made by the Semur Society 


on Science at Alesia have brought to 
isht vrsliges of a vast edifice which goea 
back to the middle a?e. In the center 
of the principal apartment is a fine sar- 
cnphacu?-. and around it sre a large num- 
ber of sepiilchures of the Merovingian 
epoch. 
The local archaeologist? believe 


they have found one of tlw first. Christian 
temples in tho district, probably the 
basilica of Sante Relne, dating from the 
sixth and seventh centuries. 


This discovery completes the series of 


the successive epochs of the existence of 
Alesia.. The finding of a. smith's forge 
is thought to prove that in the tsnth 
century the plateau of Alesia was partial- 
ly inhabited.

Yet one anight think from the appear- 


ance of some teeth that they were value- 
less possessions. The expression of many 
a face is vulgarized by uncared for or 


neglected teeth. 


So much of health and beauty depends 'jpon the con- 


dition of the teeth that their care and preservation 
•boum be a matter of the greatest concern. The shape 
of the law sT,a „? the face, on the side of beauty, and 
the digestion of food, on the side of health, depend on 
perfect condition of the teeth. 


A omtea states army surgeon recently said: "Proper 


care of the teeth is one of the most Important of all 
measures taken for thf T>rot»i*Hf« of t*? h'jT.2.^ bod-, 
and failure to give them care is, in my judgment, the 
direct cause of more disease in the human family than 
any other single cause." 


There has long been a disposition to regard the 


mouth and its condition as a matter of no consequence 
in its relation to the health and beauty of the body. 


This is wrong. The mouth is the gateway to nutri- 


tion—the avenue through -which must pass all the food 
upon which depends the nourishment of the body and 
the maintenance of health. 


People know almost nothing about the proper care of 


their mouths and teeth. Nor do they realize that most 
of the dental ills of mankind are t" a c'"is<c*'"-at!!'> 
extent preientable ills and that the power to prevent 
these Is theirs. 


Just how far the decay of the teeth can be prevented 


!t is impossible to say. There is one thing, however, 
which may be regarded as axiomatic—the cleaner the 
moutn me less su ject will the teeth be to decay.

Good Dentifrice Necessary. 


Few people keep their mouths as clean as they should. 


N'ot because in many instances they do not clean them 
ofter »ncmgh but because ..t is improperly done. 


Many people still brush their teeth crosswise (from 


s.ue to siae; and think ix the outer surfaces have been 
thus brushed they have done their -whole duty. They 
forget that there are other surfaces of the teeth or that 
the rum* and tongue are equally in need of attention. 


It is this cross brushing of the teeth that is respon- 


rtble for more receded gums than any other cause. The 
t«th are not only not cleansed but are actually injured 
bv In1i.flirioti«i brnMiinir 


The first requisite in the cleansing of the mouth and 


te*th is a small brush of good quality and stiff bristles 
A food dentifrice is also necessary. There are so many 
excellent dentifrices that it is hard to decide which is 
beit. It is a good plan to ask jour dentist's advit-e, as 
h* to acquainted with the particular character of your

ity and prevent the decay which comes from chemical

Never Bite Thread With Teeth. 


A noted medical writer advises an occasional cleans- 


ing of the teeth with common salt The gums should 
also be rubbed. Do not allow tartar to accumulate upon 
the teeth, as its effects are disastrous 


Avoid exposing the teeth to extremes of temperature. 


Very hot and very cold substances have a tendency to 
crack the enamel. Never use a metal instrument of 
any kind in the mouth 
Never bite thread or crack 


nuts with the teeth. 


A -very good and simple formula for tooth powder is 


made up of equal parts of precipitated chalk and pow- 
dered orris root. To this may be added any flavoring 
es^en^e tuat m«iy be desired. Tile orris root wiii impart 
a delicate fragrance to the breath. 


Medicines that injure the teeth are tha liquid prepa- 


rations of iron and tne mineral acids. Such medicines 
should always be taken through a glass tube.

The care of the. teeth cal ne'»er be taken in hand at 


too early an age. Xeglect in infant days does not hold 
as an excuse for us in later years 
The cooperation of 


the family dentist should be sought not simply for tie 
treatment and repair of dental ills long neglected but 
for that higher and more valuable service—prevention 
of dental ills. 


When a child is 5 or 6 years old it should be taken 


to the dentist so that its teeth may be examined. 
Crooked teeth are common, due largely to insufficient 
exercise of the Jaws, premature loss of temporary teeth, 
adenoids, mouth breathing, and thumb sucking 
Such 


teeth are unsightij-, apt to de<*ay, inefficient in mastica- 
tion, interfere wth the proper development of the air 
passages, and often make perfect enunciation impossi- 


when the child is young. 


1'nder no circumstances should a child be allowed to 


suck its thumb nor should it be given rubber "paci- 
fiers." Xot only are germs introduced into the mouth 
this, way but tne pacifiers are apt to force the teeth 
and jaws out of normal relations, causing a permanent

Preparing Lime Water. 


Vigilant care for the scrupulous cleanliness of the 


child's teeth should begin as soon as the first tiny pearls 
cut through the tender gums and should be continued 
by mother or nurse till the child is old enough to feel a 
pride in caring for them itself.

St'r 
thoroughly, tie a piece of muslin over the pitcher to 


the water is clear; then carefully decant the clear por- 
tion into glass stoppered bottles 


After eating acid fruits which attack the enamel and 


render the teeth sensitive ths nouth should be rinsed 
with lime water. And at an/ time-when the teetn are 
aflectea bj acids, either from food, medicines, or dis- 
ordered secretions, this can be counteracted by rubbing 
precipitated chalk round the necks of the teeth and be- 
tween them. 


Remember: The teeth should be recognized for what 


they are—invaluable adjuncts to both beauty and health. 
Consequently no pains are too great to secure this ad- 
vantage.

More often, however, the mothers have no 
idea where their sons might be, and there 
is no way of connecting up with the trail 
of the missing boy.

Why Boys Leave Home. 


What causes the Chicago boy to leave 


this city and go in search of his fortune 
elsewhere? The reasons are many and va- 
ried. 


There is a class of boys who leave home 


beiause of some chikiisti prank whica got 
them into trouble with the authorities. They 
•n-p>.B irr«"'t'»(i. taiteii to touiu sent to a re- 
formatory for a few yearsi. When they come 
out wey feel ashamed of their ne'stbo-s, 
ashamed of the whole irc-'d. They bav» 
no nerve to try to resnme their former posi- 
tion in the society of their immediate friends 
and acquaintances. Sometimes this position 
cannot be resumed easily. They are rebuffed 
by their former schoolmates and playfftUows. 
They feel, and often with Justice, that all 
avenues leading towards a successful and 
useful Me have been shut to them. So they 
decide to leave the citr to sfsrt life over 
again in a place where no one knows them, 
•where prejudice because of their past will 
<not mar their plans and hamper their prog- 
ress. 


Sometimes it is the hard working boy wha 


runs away from home. The parents of such, 
a boy are poor. He is put to work when he 
is 14 and his earnings are taken away from 
him to help keep Tip the home. Life is dull 
for such a boy. If he had a little change 
he could go out and find recreation in an. 
ice cream uarlor or in a moving picture 
show. But his parents allow him no rocket

disgusted with life. He feels that he is not 
getting a square deal. Too much work and 
no play embitter nim. So he skips out of 
the house and lets his mother weep her 
eyes out.

Nature, too, seems 
to have a hand in this conspiracy, for it 13 
in the spring that yonng men of this c'ass 
take leave of their mothers. In the winter 
months they work at their trades, receive 
$10 or S12 a week, and are satisfied. Whea 
spring comes this sort of a boy becomes 
restless. He takes a stroll along the parks 
and boulevards.

The Mother of Only One. 


Of the thousands of mothers in this city 


whose sons have left Chicago to seek their 
fortune elsewhere and who have not written 
home in years, many have other children. 
They stay with them. And while their an- 
guish for their long lost sons is keen and em- 
bitters their old age, the loss is partly miti- 
gated by the presence of other children and 
grandchildren. 


But there are about a thousand women ia 


this citv. according to the United Chanties, 
whose missing sons are the only children they 
ever had. The lot of these women is & th"a- 
sand times worse than that of the womaa 
who has never manned, Tvho never Knew of 
family life, who never had children. Their 
loneliness is immeasurably greater. There 
is disappointment and bitterness in their 
hearts. They are outraged that their sons, 
tj wfc«ia tb<=y have g^v»n the t>0st of their 
lives, should have forgotten them to the 
extent of never writing a line to them. 
But with this feeling of outrage goes also 
another feeling. A mother will never con- 
demn her child entirely. 
They fear the 


worst Their sons must either be sick or 
dead, they think, else it does not seem pos- 
sible that they could have been so heartless 
as to forget their old mothers. 


A grewsome picture of such a forsaken 


mother was found on the outskirts of Chi- 
cago.

his mother and a sister good-by and went out

She owned the little 
ftnnw <she lived m. Having no rent to pay, 
she decided to take in sewing and earn her 
living that way. To the entreaties of her 
daughter that she sell the house and go 
witt her. as she would be lonely in the city, 
the woman replied that by going away from 
her home she would lose her son forever. 
The house, if sold, would be razed. <>An 


'apartment building would go up in its place. 


When iber son came back eventually, as she 
hoped he would, he would not find a sign of 


the old place aad would never know tow to 
find his mother. 


For twelve Tear* now the woman has been 


keeping vigil alone in the old house, waiting 
for her son to come back. Her eyes gave 
out five years ago. She cannot sew. So she 
is earning her living washing. 


Every morning at 8 o'clock tLo woman 


becomes restless. At 815 the postman 
usually passes by. 
When she hears his 


whistle from afar sne goes out into the yard, 
stands at the old gate, and waits 
At first 


the mailman used to stop and chat with the 
woman a moment He would console her— 
tell her that perhaps with the next mail, m 
the afternoon, or the nett da; she would 
get a letter. 
Then another mailman was 


given this route. 
This man did not know 


the woman and her story. To him she was 


tut an eccentric person "who had a 


mania for watching the mailman pass and 
following him with her eyes.

The problem of the deserted ar>d for- 


saken mother is not merelv an economic one, 
according to social workers, It Is not mere- 


ly because these women have no one to take 
care of them in an old age that they are 
miserable. It is mother love that kills them 
by degrees. 
The -woman who has raised 


children and then seen them go away from 
her and cut off communication with her 
feels her life has been a failure. She con- 
siders herself an outcast, cnrsed and un- 
worthy, else why should such an affliction 
be visited upon her? Why should her chil- 
dren, who were and must remain everything 
to her until her last breath, on earth, be cut 
off from her so that she does not even, know 
whether they are living or dead? 


"The woman," s'jid a charity woifcer, 


"whose son has died can con«ole herself in 
time. But for tue motuer "whose son has 
deserted her there is no consolation. 
The 


last years of her existence are a hell ou

Vindication Pleases Rolph 


Chief of Police White has had his conduct as a 


police official vindicated by a three to one vote of 
the commissioner'. This makes his tenure of office 
more csrtam and definite than at any time since he 
was put into the office from civil life by former 


The decision in his favor is pleasing to Mayor 


Rolph and presumably to a large part of the general 
public. 


It is distasteful to captains of police and most of 


the patrolmen, the principal reason in their case be- 
ing a strong desire to have the chief always come 
from police ranks instead of from the outside. It 
was the same reason which caused their dislike to 
the appointments of Sullivan and Biggy as chief. 
Sullivan had been secretary of Mayor Phelan before 
he got the place, and he was the first civilian to get 
the honor. 


In the history of the city only two chiefs have been 


removed. They were Morton and Seymour. Both 
met their fate during- the McCarthy administration. 
New York and Chicago have tried with good success 
in having chiefs of police taken from civil life. San 
Francisco's success in this respect has not been so 
pronounced by any means. 


Commissioner Cook's vote in favor of White is a 


strong factor in the latter's favor. Cook was for a 
long time a gocd policeman and officer. For awhile 
he was the chief, going over all captains' heads from 
the position of sergeant. Mayor Rolph when he en- 
tered office was not a strong White man. In those 
days the mayor thought of having a retired army 
officer as chief. But he changed his mind for rea- 
sons unknown and later on became a supporter of 
White. Probably the latter would not have fared so 
well had the force a captain of commanding ability 
for the honor. Mooney, captain of detectives, was 
impossible for the command for tempermental rea- 
sons. Captain Gleason was thought of and then 
dropped without more ado. Due to recent scandals 
and the resultant drastic shake-ups, the force is in 
good shape today.

A part of this workable and definite program pro- 
vides that first tenners cannot apply for a parole 
until half of their sentence is served. Unques- 
tionably this action of the board is in answer to the 
recent rampant maudlin sentiment that a lot of con- 
victed felons should be given another chance in life 
no matter how long their terms were and for how 
brief a time they had been in the penitentiary. There 
is no doubt either but what the new system of rules 
are the result of much thought following the recent 
and persistent efforts to get Ruef from behind the 
bars on a parole.

After having been organized in 1864, the "Old

By this ruling tips are allowed for 
hotel sen-ants, railway porters and steamship 
stewards. A waiter can be fed for fifty cents and 
a train porter for twenty-five cents. These treasury 
employes also can give a steamship steward $3. 
This was probably the first formal recognition by 
AT.,, -cvrj,,^ ^"'pnroe^t T? the existence of the 
tipping system. It came at the height of last year's 
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the receivers of tips. The tips are not as large as 
they formerly were in many instances, but in the 
big caravansaries in town all employes get them, 
even to the barboys. Bell boys count on §25 or $30 
a month in ihis way, while waiters appear to 
average something like ?60 a month. Hotels on the 
coast have always ignored the system. They pay, 
for illustration, their waiters S2 a day, and if they 
can get that much or more in fees they do not care. 
To their credit, coast hotels have never leased out 
or rented coatroom privileges. In the East some of 
these coatroom leases because of tips rent all the 
way from S5000 to $10,000 a year.
